If you osamino a clove you can see the little 
stem by which it grew on the branch, the 
four pointed calyx which was green when the 
bud was growing, and the brown bud f oldec 
up. You can separate, with care, the Uttl* 
spicy petals, which were never allowed to ex 
pand into a flower. 


The buds are gathered when green, and thi 


subsequent- drying in the sun darkens them. 
The clove tree now grows on most of the isl 


• onds of tho East Indies, though at one time 


the Dutch would not allow of their cultiva 
tion or\ any but their own islands. 


The pungent, spicy tasta of the clove is da 


to the oil which 'it contains. This is collet 
oil oJE cloves, and is very powerful, and is em 
ployed in the preparation of some medicines.

SKILLFUL CHEMISTS. 


:Eut other stones can "be made artificially 


f profitable size?" 
"A few. No real gem, however, except the 


diamond, has been fairly reproduced exactly 
as it is- found in nature, though imitations 
re plentiful..enough. The precious stoneg 
made by the chemists, if such they may be 
jailed, ore new-inventions to the lapidary, 
tfany o£ them are .very beautiful. This pur- 
ile ono you ndvo' asked about, for instance, 
s lovely. It has been named the' violane du 
.ap,' andisasattractive a jewel osmanynat- 
ural ones four'times its price. French chom- 
stsore.tha great experts in. this branch of 
manufacture, and their inventions are usually 
cept secret. Some of the artificial gema'they' 
make are doubtless pre.tty costly to produce, 
asior that matter are the microscopic dia- 
monds, -which are as expensive to turn out as 
;ood big ones in the market." 


"Are rubies made artificially?" 
"Yes; but not -with entire success.- Two 
r three years ago certain French chemists 
laimed that they had discovered a process 
or absolutely manufacturing big rubies in 
he laboratory by fusing together small ruby 
sparks, such, as can 'bo bought for almost, 
nothing. If you -will remember that tha 
value of the ruby is nearly double that of the 
diamond, the color and quality otherwise 
>eing first rate, you can imagine what an 
igitation such< an announcement occasioned 
among the dealers. Nor was the announce- 
ment altogether without truth, as appeared 
rom the report made on the subject by the 
celebrated Professor FriedeJ, of the French 
nstitute, -who said that he found the chemi- 
:al composition, density, crystalline form 
and refractive power of the artificial speci- 
mens to correspond in every respect with tho 
natural ruby. The only difference he could 
hid -was a slight variation in tho shape of 
ho tiny air bubbles.. However, the dwxlers 
hreatencd to' prosecute any one for'fraud 
•ho ventured to issue the artificial rubies as 


real ones, and, inasmuch as their combina- 
,ibn is very rich and powerful and the laws 
gainst selling counterfeit jewels for actual 
ones is very strict in Erance, the fused rubies 
lave never got'upon the market. It-was a 
freat scheme to'make a SlO.OOO ruby out of 
$5. worth of sparks." - 


"The 'sharks' you speak of oro real rubies, 


of course?" 


"Oh! yos. That is tho trouble aboutrubies. 


There are plenty of them, but very few good 
sized ones. Tho greatest ruby fields in the 
world are those of Burmab, where the natives 
mve for centuries been digging for thorn in 
ihe most primitive and therefore most un- 
profitable manner. They are found in quan- 
aties in successive strata, -with layers of 
larth and clay between at a little depth bs- 
low the surface soil. But nearly all are so 
small as to be scarcely, valuable. Only oc- 
casionally a big one, with tho true pigeon's 
blood color, turns up.

IUNCJ THEEBAW'S .JEWELS. 


'There used to be wonderful accounts of 


tho jars full of largo rubies which King Theo- 
bav,r of Burmah had in his palace at Munda- 
lay, bub not many wero found by tho British 
when they looted the city. Perhaps they 
were carried oft, and hidden away by tho na- 
tives, 


"Curiously enough, tho anticipation of tha 


finding of these., hoards of the kiiig by the 
English soldiers had quito a depressing effect 
upon the ruby market, a lowering in the 
value of the gem being feared as a result of a 
sudden throwing of great supplies before tho 
purchasing public. . KuBies are also largely 
Obtained in Ceylon, where the natives make a 
business of hunting for them in the streams 
that come down from tho huge cone of moun- 
tains in tho central part of the island, where 
it has been supposed f or'centuries that a great 
matrix of rubies existed above the clouds, 
from whence those found in the rivers are 
washed down. Nor is such a theory.entirely 
without reason, though nobody has been able 
to find the matrix yet. When discovered, it 
will afford a profitable opportunity for the 
use of a few pounds of dynamite." 


"Are there pearls from Ceylon?" 
"Yes, the wafers .thereabout are a great 


pearl fishing ground. Between the harvests 
tho natives wait patiently for. the oysteVs to 
grow. Pearls . are largely counterfeited, as 
you know, the best imitations being made of 
hollow glass beads lined with transpavent-w 
and scales taken from living fish. The pear) 
is chiefly composed of carbonate of lime,-with 
films of animal membrane between its many 
layers. These membrane films becoming dry 
gives the pearl its hardness. Tho substance 
of the pearl is a slimy secretion of the oyster, 
which is ordinarily deposited upon the in- 
terior surface of the shell, forming what is 
called 'mother of pearl.' Grains of sand or 
other foreign bodies, lodging -within the 
shell, produce an irritation of the tissues 
which causes the deposit of a pearly matter 
around them for the oyster's protection. 
This matter is deposited, layer after layer, 
until the pearl is formed. By the artificial 
introduction of flinty particles pearls can be 
made to grow. The Chinese in this manner 
compel a certain kind of fresh water muEsel 
to produce .pearls in great numbers, though 
of small size. Sometimes they introduce, di- 
minutive. images>of .:their. golds and other 
things within the shells and havo thorn 
turned into-pearls ,by'a sort'of oyster "plate

The weariness of long continued study fa 


proverbial. Its explanation_i3,not far to' 
seek. One portion of our. entire being is al- 
most entirely occupied, and the monotony of 
the process constitutes in largo measure the 
cause Of exhaustion. Belief must according- 
ly be sought in rest, in. the exercise of other 
functions, or in variation'of :the form of men- 
tal exertion.

For 
aught we can tell, a, sheet of white paper in 
the road may seem to the nervous horse a 
yawning: chasm; the open front of a baby 
carriage, the jaws of a dragon ready to de- 
vour him, and a man on a.bicycle, somo ter- 
rifying sort of a flying devil without wings. 
But we find that, the moment be becomes fa- 
miliar with those things or any other that 
affright him, and knows what they ore, he 
grows indifferent to them. •- 


Therefore, when your horse shies at any- 


thing, make him acquainted with it; let him 
smell it, touch it with his sensitive upper lip 
and look, closely at it. Remember, too, that 
you must familiarize both sides of him with 
the dreaded object. If he- only examines it 
with the near nostril and eye he will be very 
likely to scare at it when it appears on his off 
side. So, then, rattle your paper,'beat your 
bass dram, flutter your umbrella, run your 
baby carriage and your bicycle, fire your pis- 
tol and clatter your tinware on both sides of 
him and all around him until he comes to re- 
gaitt the noise simply as a nuisance, and the 
material objects as only trivial things liable 
to get hurt if they are in his way. He may 
not learn all that in one lesson, but continue 
iho lesson and you will cure all his nervous- 
ness.—Horseman. 


A, Qacer Cigar lighter, 


The Rookery cigar store recently became 


the possessor of quito a curiosity in the way 
of. a cigar lighter. It is a contrivance in- 
vented by on old German professor named 
Eoeberein, at Jena, a small German town, in 
1810. It is hardly possible the professor in- 
tended his invention for a cigar lighter, but 
it seems to be better adapted for that purpose 
than for any thing else. In appearance this 
machine is a two quart glass jar having a top 
cap ot brass, in tha center of which-is a valve 
opened by pressing down on a lever, and op- 
posite and about an inch from the opening is 
a small tube containing n platinum plate 
about the size of n nickel. 


In the jar is a mixtureof vitriol and water, 


and pendent from the top by a brass.wireia 
a small piece of zinc. This zinc is so acted on 
by the vitriol that it extracts the hydrogen 
from tha water and forms a gas. Pressing 
the lever permits this gas to escape, and its 
force carries it to the platinum plate, excit- 
in:; it at oneo to intense heat, and the heat 
thus generated ignites the gas, and' thus a 
flame (a veritable gas jet) is created. What 
use the old professor intended to put this con- 
trivance to is hard now to conjecture, but it 
is a remarkable fact that the machine was 
invented so long ago and yet has remained in 
obscurity. The little engine created con- 
siderable talk among the electricians of Chi- 
cago, many of whom examined it.—Chicago 
Herald..

After drawing lots for first shot, the choice 


Tailing to R., we rode slowly along the sides 
of the draw, keeping our eyes wide open for 
deer. We rode on for several miles when, to 
our delight, a band of seven bucks appeared, 
on the divide opposite to us, who, on catch- 
ing sight of us, suddenly stopped, threw up 
their antlerod heads and sniffed the air, form- 
tog a picture that would cause any hunts- 
man's heart to beat more rapidly. -We hasti- 
ly ' dismounted and opened fire upon them, 
but seemingly to no effect, as, they disap- 
peared into the next draw. Tho failure of 
my shot was probably due to "buck fever;" 
but this could not have been the'case with 
R., who had killed numbers of them-before. 


Leaving our horses, we followed -them on 


foot as fast as the nature of the ground would 
permit, and on reaching the top of the divide 
we noticed that the next draw was walled in 
on tho opposite side by a steep bluff, render- 
ing escape in this direction impossible, and 
the deer had halted in the bottom, uncertain 
which way to run. We again fired' and evi- 
dently had both aimed at the samo animal, 
as tho largest one of the group fell .td the 
ground. The echo of our shots from the op- 
posite bluff seemed still further to confuse 
the rest, and they hesitated long enough to 
enable us to get several more shots at them, 
and three more bowed their proud, antlered 
beads and bit the dust. The other three then 
started up the draw with lightning speed and 
were soon beyond range. We were highly 
elated, however, at killing four but of tho 
seven; the thrill of satisfaction and delight 
which passes through a man's breast as he 
sees one of these noble creatures fall boneath 
his well directed shot needs to be felt to: bo 
fully appreciated.

We had each killed two, although we could 


not determine with certainty who had shot 
tho large buck, as there were three shots in 
him, any of which would have proved fatal. 
He was indeed a beauty, as large as a year- 
ling steer, sleek and fat, with a magnificent 
head, finely shaped and adorned with a pair 
of large, spreading antlers which wo were 
very careful to preserve with a view to hav- 
ing it mounted on our return to civilization, 
and hung at the head of the ancestral hali 
amid other trophies of the chase. We now 
whipped out our knives and -proceeded to re- 
lieve him of his hide and to cut oft -the mosl 
edible portions, viz, : the hams, which we tied 
behind our saddles. Tho rest wo wera 
obliged to leave upon the ground as wo were 
a long distance from the ranch and could not 
carry a very large, load.— W. Lynn Wilson 
in Detroit Free Press.

EICH ORES. 


A Suit In Which a Water Company Is 


Alleged to Hare Made a Good Thing 
liy Mlnlnj Operation*. 
The Sao Francisco Bulletin, o£ Monday, 


says: 


Theodore Fox has filed a oomplaiat in 


the Superior - Court against tho Virginia 
and Gold Hill Water company, Gould & 
Carry' Silver Mining -company, J. W. 
Mackay, James G. Fair, J. L. Flood and 
T. I. Bergin, executors of tbe last will and 
testament of J, 0. Flood, deceased, wh'.ch 
sets forth' that Fair, Flood, llaotsy nnd 
W S.O'Brien, since deceased, controlled a 
majority of lire GouM & Curry stock. 
It 


is charged that on the 23d of December, 
1872, Flood and Fair procured themselves 
to be, in conjunction with W. S, Lyle,.L. 
S. "Rosa, Robert Sherwood, George Cong 
do'n and Edward Bnrron, elected Directors 
of the Gould & Ouiry company; that Flood, 


' O'Brien, Mackay and Fair organized a 


fraudulent combination and conspiracy for 
tha purpose of defrauding the Gould & 
Onrry eooopany; that on tbe 22d of De- 
cember, 1873, Flood, Fair, Mackay and 
O'Brien organized the Virginia aad Gold 
Hill Water company, owning a 
large 


amount of its capital stock, Flood and Fair 
being Directors thereof; that Fair was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of the. Gould & 
Curry, and Mackay Superintendent of the 
water company; that; on the 10th of April, 
1873, thei individual defendants caused the 
Gonl£ & Curry company to enter into- 
a contract with the water company whereby 


. tho latter company was given the right to 


take possession of the unproductive por- 
tion of the Gould & Cnr,ry mining land* 
and w6rk the same from the surface down 
to tbe lower tunnel and extract precious 
metals therefrom. 
Tbe water company 


had the right to furnish all the tools, ma- 
chinery, tto., necessary for the work. All 
costs and expenses, profits and gains ac- 
cruing under the agreement were to be 
shared in the proportion of three-eighths 
to the Gould & Curry and five-eighths to 
'to tbe water company. On the 25th of 
July, Flood, O'Brien, Maokay and Fair or- 
ganized the" Pacific Mill & Mining Com- 
pany, to crush ore, owning the entire eapi- 
tal stock. Flood, O'Brien and Mackay, as 
Directors, appointed Fair Superintendent 
of this company, and elected all the other 
Directors, officers and employes. All the 
ores extracted by the Gould & Curry iai.no 
were milled by the Pacific Company, 
tt is 


.charged that since AprU 10, 1873, the. wa- 


ter company and the individual defend- 
antd haye removed from the Gould & 
Cntry grounds more than 200,000 tons of 
rich ore of Ike value, when reduced to gold 
and silver bullion of $3,000,000; that Fair 
and Mackay, and O'Brien and Flood, up 
to the timo of their deaths, secretly divided 
among themselves and other stockholders 
of Ihs water company large Bums of money 
and.eipended large sums for unnecessary 
mining supplies. Plaintiff charges, on in- 
formation and belief, that these parties so 
reoeivtd $1,500,000; that on tha .28th of 
February, 1888, the water company secretly 
received from the Gould & Curry Com- 
pany, without consideration, four promis- 
sory notes of $10,000 each upon which 
there remains due about $7,500. Plaintiff 
estimates that .the aggregate amount of 
money and profits 
received by Flood, 


Mackay, O'Brien and Fair and the water 
company, by means of fraudulent acts and 
mismanagement of the Gould & Curry 
Company, 
amounts 
to 
$1,032,349 50, 


which, he charges, the Gould & Curry 
Company is entitled to recover. 
It is 


averred tbat tha other stockholders of the 
Gould & Curry Company have never fatir 
fied or acqniesed in said dealings find trans- 
actions. It is charged tbat the agreement 
between the Gould & Curry and water com- 
panies was invalid and made without au- 
thority. The piaycr of the complaint is 
that the water company and tbe executors 
of J. *C. Flood account to the Gould & 
Curry Company nnd 
the stockholders 


thereof for all the wrongs, breaches of 
trust complained of, and on s\%h account- 
ing repay tbe Gould & Curry stockholders, 
except tbe defendants in tbis action, all 
the profits, moneys nnd property belonging 
to said company and obtained by said de- 
fendants by moans of tha dealings and 
transactions before set forth. 


Decline in Government, Bonds. 


The San Francisco Bulletin says the law 


of supply and demand is inexorable. It 
applies to things of the most stable value. 
Even Government 'bonds,are not exempt, 
coupled as they are with, the additional 
guarantee of fixed issne. %The supply is 
known and has been ..known for years. 
There can ba no increase in the interest 
bonds of the .country. The only thing, 
therefore, to effect their value :B the*m«aB- 
nre of tbe demand for tbem. So long as 
private capitalists were bidding for them, 
in order to gtt tho foundation tor-starting 
national banks, and Secretary Windom 
wanted them, to absorb the surplus in the 
Treasury, there was no difficulty in keeping 
up the price of 4 per cents to about 128. 
But sometime this month Secretary Win- 
dom dropped out an o buyer, because 
the surplus in the Treasury had been re- 
duced to about as low B point as was con- 
sidered safe. The result id Been in tbe de- 
cline in these securities. Tho beat bid now 
made for tha 4 per cents is 123%, yet the 
price during the first 20 days in January 
was 126@126% and before the payment of 
the January 1st conpou 128.

OCEANS OF Water. 


A Chinook Dl««lpate» the Snow. 


The Silver State, of Monday, has this: 
The wind, which latt Friday blew mildly 


from the southwest scarcely making any 
impression upon tbe tnow, attained almost 
the velocity ot a gale Saturday afternoon 
and played havoc with the snow banks. 
The obinook honeycombed the drifts, rap- 
idly converting the snow into water. 
Streams rolled along the streets and in an 
hour every depression was a pond. On the 
southern slopes of the mountain ridges, 
where the wind and tun combined (heir 
powers against the snow, dork streaks soon 
became apparent, and mother earth for the 
first time in 1890 partly bared her bosom 
in this part of Nevada. 
Yesterday the 


thaw continued and nearly all of tbe snow 
disappeared, and stmnge as U may appear, 
no one seemed to regret it. 
Tbe ground 


was not frozen to any considerable depth 
when the heavy mantle of snow fell npon 
it, and much of the water from the melting 
snow was absorbed by it wetting it deeper 
than at any previous time for at least four 
years. So far the volume oi waltr iu the 
Hnmboldt has notma'terially increased, but 
with the number of rivulets wbieh empty 
into it, it will soon swell, ebpecially if 
the thaw extends east into Elko county.
